WASHINGTON (AP) — Hie 
Senate votes today on the Ap­ 
palachia aid bill, and its back­ 
ers predict approval by a wide 
margin. 
Democratic 
Leader 
Mike 
Mansfield called the Senate into 
session two hours early and 
scheduled a mad afternoon roll­ 
call vote on the $1.09-billion 
measure aimed at improving 
the economies of ll states. Most 
of the money would be spent on 
building new roads. 
Several amendments were to 
be voted on first but the bill’s 
managers said they were confi­ 
dent of defeating all of those 
designed to reduce the scope of 
the legislation. 
Sponsors had feared the big­ 
gest threat to toe measure came 
from senators who wanted to 
add amendments to establish 
similar aid programs kl their 
states. 
But it appeared during the 
opening day of debate last Fri­ 
day they had convinced all of 
the authors of such proposals to 
wait 
for 
general 
legislation 
which may be considered later. 
This plan, embodied in a bill 
offered by Sen. Pat McNamara, 
D-Mich., would 
authorize the 
President to set up regional de 
velopment commissions in any 
part of the country, at the re-; 
quest of two or more governors, 
if the area met the test of high 
unemployment and other eco­ 
nomic distress. 
The 
administration 
said 
it 
would look with favor on a 
measure of this sort. 
President Johnson, who has 
given top priority t the Appala­ 
chia bill, had made it dear he 
does 
not 
want 
extraneous 
amendments added to i t 
The bill’s sponsors said they 
were mostly concerned about an 
amendment of Sen. Roman L. 
Hruska, R-Neb. 
This would strike a $17-million 
land stabilization, conservation 
and erosion control section. 
In the 1964 version of the 
measure, this was called a pas­ 
ture improvement section. 
It 
aroused the opposition of West-1 
era senators who felt it might 
be used to encourage cattle 
production in the Appalachia 
area in competition with their 


livestock industry. 
The bill s managers agreed to j 
drop the provision before t h e 
legislation passed the Senate 
last year. 
This time, Sen. Jennings Ran-j 
dolph, D W.Va., the bill’s chief 
sponsor, said he would fight to, 
retain it. He said the purpose 
had been changed so that the 
funds no longer would be used 
to introduce beef cattle into the! 
region.

'War' Urged 
Against Quacks 


Elderly Citizens 
Are Chief Victims 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen­ 
ate investigators urged today a 
federal 
war on 
quacks 
and 
pitchmen who profit on crooked 
schemes aimed mainly at the 
elderly. 
A report to the Senate by its 
subcommittee on 
frauds and 
misrepresentations affecting the 
elderly charged that unscrupu­ 
lous operators are milking mil­ 
lions of dollars every year from 
the skimpy retirement incomes 
of the aged. 
The 
subcommittee 
said 
an 
accurate count is impossible, 
but added that $1 billion a year 
"was mentioned most often" by 
knowledgeable witnesses in its 
1964 hearings. 
Hie report said quacks sell 
the 
elderly 
everything 
from 
phony arthritis “cures" to de­ 
vices “guaranteed" to restore 
youth and remove wrinkles. 
“ It is shameful that the elder­ 
ly (are) clearly the major vic­ 
tims of the highly organized, 
high pressure techniques of the 
modern 
medicine 
man,” 
the 
report said. “But this is clearly 
the case.** 
Sen. Harrison A. Williams Jr., 
D-N.J., toe subcommittee chair­ 
man, said in an accompanying 
statement be would press rec­ 
ommendations 
for 
corrective 
action. 
One proposal calls for crea­ 
tion of a new agency, to be 
named the Central Antiquack­ 
ery’ Bureau, within the Food and 
Drug Administration. 
Another calls for a new law 
requiring advance FDA testing 
and approval before purported 
therapeutic, 
diagnostic 
and 
prosthetic devices could be sold. 
The committee also advocated 
an educational program to alert 
the 
elderly 
against 
crooked 
schemes. 


Bring Drifting 


Massive Storm 
Lashes Midwest

Heavy snow and hazardous 
driving warnings were posted 
across Ohio today as drifting 
snow made streets and highways 
treacherous. 
The Ohio Hijtoway Patrol re­ 
duced the maximum speed lim­ 
it on toe Ohio Turnpike to 40 
m.p.h. 
By dawn three inched of snow 
had accumulated in central Ohio 
and the Weather Bureau said 
as much as five inches was ex­ 
pected in central and northern 
counties before its all over to­ 
night. Southern sections of th* 
state were to receive about two 
inches. 
Strong southerly winds — to 
switch to northwesterly later is 
the day — caused considerable 
drifting. 
The snowfall in Cleveland at 
8:30 a.m. totaled a little more 
than two inches, and a weather 
forecaster predicted four to five 
inches would be on the ground 
by dusk. 
Other snow depths this morn­ 
ing were Sandusky 4, Toledo, 
Lorain and Akron, all 3. 
A snowstorm, which hit five 
Cincinnati area in the pre-dawn 
hours continued through the go- 
ing-to-work period and, as usual, 
traffic was snarled on the hill 
streets with a rash of accidents 
There already was two to 
three inches of snow on the 
ground from Thursday and Fri­ 
day night. 
A bit to the north of Cincin­ 
nati, the snowfall was reported 
even heavier in the early hours 
and several schools in Warren 
County were closed.

Although boric acid has for 
many years been used as a chs 
infectant, gargle, diaper rinse 
and eyewash, 
it is imperative 
that families should now give 
up its use. For boric acid can 
be dangerous, especially to in­ 
fants and children. Any po* 
sible benefit of boric acid is in­ 
significant in terms of its pos­ 
sible harm. 
Many hospitals strictly for­ 
bid the use of boric acid in new­ 
born infants and children’s nur­ 
series. 
There are now many effective 
and safer drugs that can be 
substituted for the 
toxic 
and 
dangerous boric acid. 
Boric acid 
liquid or powder 
should be relegated to the past. 
It is highly improbable that 
boric acid will ever be the only 
available form of treatment for 
a particular condition. If it is, 
the boric acid should be dis­ 
carded immediately after its 
use. 


Medical attention is too often 
neglected or delayed by the 
false security of the “thing 
answer’ to all infants’ prob­ 
lems.

proven that large quantities of 
aspirin 
can 
produce an in­ 
creased tendency to bleed. 
Since there are many other 
reliable pain-killers, physicians 
generally tend to avoid aspirin, 
even in small doses, for a per­ 
iod of about ten days after the 
tonsil operation. 
It must be distinctly remem­ 
bered that aspirin dees not pre­ 
sent any bleeding hazard in its 
use for ordinary purposes. 


What is meant by a focus of 
infection? 
The tonsils, the sinus and the 
teeth may harbor bacteria if 
they are chronically infected. It 
is caid that 
sometimes these 
germs may 
enter the 
blood 
stream, travel to a distant part 
of the body and set up “house­ 
keeping” in another organ. 
The “focus of infection en­ 
thusiasts” believe that some 
forms of arthritis, kidney dis­ 
ease and bladder infections can 
be explained 
on this 
vasis. 
Sometimes culture studies of 
the focus of infection show the 
same germ in the distant area. 
Whether or not one believes 
completely in the focus of in’ 
fectioo theory, all known infec 
tions must be actively treated 
for their own sake.

Wede- 
meyer argued that such an at­ 
tack w o u l d be a logistical 
nightmare. He said it would be 
impossible to land enough sup­ 
plies through Greek, Adriatic, 
Italian and southern F r e n c h 
ports to support a significant 
Allied northward thrust capable 
of e n d i n g Work! War II. We- 
demeyer insisted that if the Al­ 
lies were to bring all their pow­ 
er to bear in northern France 
without bothering with island 
hopping and the Italian cam­ 
paign in the Mediterranean, a 
second front in Europe might be 
o p e n e d in 1943. This was at a 
time when the Germans were 
engaged deep to Russia. Wed- 
emeyer’s

w*as 
to 
g e t 
ashore to western Europe in 
time to beat the Communists to 
such key capitals as Berlin, 
Prague. Vienna and Budapest. 
Churchill, with all the pres­ 
tige of his 1940 reputation be

was postponed for a year, anil 
the long and unrewarding cam­ 
paign up the Italian peninsu­ 
la followed. The “soft underbel­ 
ly” proved as difficult as Wede­ 
meyer had predicted, and the 
Russians, taking advantage of 
the delay in the opening of the 
second front, moved far to the 
west to the meantime 
Listening to the claims and 
counterclaims of the generals 
and the Churchillian amateur*, 


trench warfare in France. Iron­ 
ically, the British fleet was call­ 
ed back from a projected l a s t 
push at the Dardanelles at a 
time when the Turkish shore 
batteries were practically out 
of ammunition. “ My God,” said 
Admiral R o g e r Keyes when 
he visited Turkey after the war, 
“it w o u l d have 
been even 
easier than I thought: we sim­ 
ply couldn’t have failed, a n d 
because we didn't try, another 
m i l l i o n lives were thrown 
away and the war went on for 
another three years.” Because 
of the failure at the Dardanelles 
the A l l i e s were powerless to 
prevent the collapse of the 
Czar’s government in Russia. 
Not only did this give the Ger­ 
mans a new I e a s e on life by 
taking one front out of the war, 
it also was responsible for t h a 
Bolshevik Revolution. 
As for the W e d e m e y e r - 
Churchill controversy, one may 
note that the two men w e r e

WASHINGTON (AP) - This 
country is heading into a com­ 
paratively peaceful time unless 
something not now visible hap­ 
pens. like a greatly expanded 
war in Viet Naim. 
This is not President John­ 
son’s doing but the result of a 
number of conditions and events 
before he moved in. He inherit­ 
ed the tranquility, such as it is, 
and is trying to take advantage 
of it by his emphasis on home 
problems. 
Before Johnson’s presidency, 
President John F. Kennedy took 
aonie of the steam out of the 
Russians’ aggressiveness with 
the missile showdown in Cuba. 
Birt that wasn’t all that helped 
cod them off 
Their own economy needed 
attention because it was stum­ 
bling. And, because of their split 
with Red China, they were no 
longer able to concentrate on 
plaguing the West And China 
looks like a problem for them 
for years. 
A good example of the chang­ 
ing times is in Johnson’s budget 
which he handed Congress last 
week. Although he asked $49 
billion for defense, this was $300 
million under last year. 
“We have largely completed a 
buildup of the world’s most 
powerful 
military 
establish­ 
ment,” he explained, “and our 
balanced forces are clearly su­ 
perior to those of any’ potential 
aggressor” 


That Johnson seems to see a 
time of tranquility — or ait least 
a period not nearly so hair-rais­ 
ing as the years since the cold 
war began in tile 1940s — was 
reflected in what he stressed in 
his messages to Congress. 
He put the emphasis on do­ 
mestic affairs, skipping lightly 
over the foreign ones. 
It can be argued that until his 
presidency, Johnson’s long gov­ 
ernment experience was almost 
entirely with home problems 
and that therefore he naturally 
thought in those terms. But that 
can be only part of the explana­ 
tion. 
He would not have been able 
to bear down so heavily on pro­ 
grams for the development of 
this country, and the welfare of 
its people, if he had been under 
great 
foreign 
pressures. 
He 
wasn’t. 
besides, a lot of unfinished 
business at home, like poverty 
had to take second place in the 
years when this country’s major 
efforts had to go into building 
its military strength and into 
almost daily wrestling with the 
Soviet Union. 
His statement about Ameri­ 
can military superiority is a 
good reason by itself why he 
feels free to pick up the unfin­ 
ished business at home, 
Josef S t a l i n and Nikita 
Khrushchev 
represented th e 
most blatantly belligerent years

for the Soviet Union after World 
War II. In the end, even though 
Khrushchev had calmed down, 
the Soviet leadership decided it 
was time to get rid of him. 
Since his departure the new 
leaders have not only been non­ 
belligerent but 
indicate now 
they may come over for a sum­ 
mit meeting with Johnson 
The pulling and hauling going 
on now among the Western Al­ 
lies is more evidence the imme­ 
diate dangers have subsided. If 
they felt unsafe, they wouldn’t 
dare the luxury of disagree­ 
ments. 
But even a period af peace, or 
comparative peace, can be illu­ 
sory and therefore dangerous, 
and probably is. 
At the moment Red China is 
not a menace to the Soviet Un­ 
ion or the West. In IO or 15 
years, when she has a good sup­ 
ply of nuclear weapons. Red 
China may make even the cold 
war years look peaceful. 
Further, in a relaxed period 
the Communist world, even if 
the Soviet Union and Red China 
are antagonists operating sepa­ 
rately, will be trying advances 
without war, not by aggressions 
but by influence and subversion. 
So the peace Johnson seems 
to be facing will be only a da­ 
tive peace and may require 
more imagination in dealing 
with the rest of the world — 
friend, foe and neutral — than 
even the cold war required.

Negroes Set 
Record for 
Death Watch 


Adm. Rickover Says Faulty Data 
Mislead America on Education 


NEW ORLEANS (AP) - Two 
Negroes, fighting to escape the 
electric chair since 1953, have 
stretched their death row watch 
to a record. 
Edgar Labat, 42, and Clifton 
Pore*, 36, codefendants in a rape 
conviction, extended their grim 
wait Sunday to ll years, IO 
months, one week and one day. 
That’s one day longer than the 
time Caryl Chessman lingered 
on death row. Chessman, who 
wrote books while trying to 
evade the executioner, went to 
California’s gas chamber in 1960 
amid world attention. 
“All the delays are the result 
of Labat and Poret’s own ma­ 
neuvers,” said State Atty. Gen. 
Jack Gremillion. “Louisiana is 
going to see they pay the penal­ 
ty for their crime.” 
In separate cells overlooking 
a bluff of desolate scrub trees, 
Labat, a former hospital order­ 
ly, and Poret, once a carpen­ 
ter’s apprentice, apparently live 
as enemies. 
“They’re 
not 
on 
speaking 
terms,” said the acting prison 
warden, Henry L. Handley, 
Labat — whom Handley de­ 
scribes as mild-mannered —I 
received international publicity 
when the prison abruptly cut off 
his three-year correspondence 
with Sdveig Johansson, a Swed­ 
ish housewife. 
An official said Negroes and 
whites could not write to each 
other from prison. The action 
touched off front-page headlines 
in Europe. 
Later, the prison said the ra­ 
cial letter ban was a gross er­ 
ror. But it tightened letter writ­ 
ing rules for death row. Under 
the new rules, Labat and Mrs. 
Johansson were not allowed to 
resume writing. 
Ironically, Poret has hardly 
had a word written about him, 
though, like Labat. he’s gone 
through the same bleak ordeal. 
The case, which one judge 
said seems to have no end. has 
been to the U. S. Supreme Court 
four times For years, the key 
issue on appeal was whether 
| Negroes were kept off the grand 
jury that indicted them. 
The high court finally de­ 
clined to review the question on 
a 
technicality. 
Lawyers 
had 
missed a state deadline in filing 
the appeal. The caw is now be­ 
fore the 5th U.S. Circuit Colat of 
Appeals in New Orleans on the 
issue — whether Negroes were 
systematically excluded from 
th* trial jury. 
The crime took place in New’ 
Orleans. On the night of Nov. 12, 
1950, a 24-year-old white woman

CLEVELAND (AP) — Bishop 
Clarence G. Issenmann arrives 
here today to help shoulder the 
administrative work in Ohio’s 
most populous Catholic diocese. 
Bishop Issenmann, 57, who 
bas been Bishop of Columbus 
since 1958, was assigned last 
October by Pope Paul VI as 
coadjutor to Archbishop Ed­ 
ward F. Hoban, 86. 
Bishop Issenmann will be met 
at Cleveland Hopkins Interna­ 
tional Airport by a delegation 
of officials of the Cleveland Dio­ 
cese. The diocese includes 830,* 
OOO Roman Catholics in eight 
counties and is the fourth larg­ 
est in the United States. 
At a solemn mass of recap­ 
tion Tuesday in St. John Cathe­ 
dral, the Et. Rev. Msgr. Charles 
J. Ritty, diocesan chancellor, 
will read the letter from Pope 
Paul naming Bishop Issenmann 
coadjutor, which carries with it 
the right of succession to the 
archbishop and apostolic admin­ 
istrator of the diocese.

$600 exemption which is allowed 
to each taxpayer 
for himself 
and his dependents.
